Icome now to Enquire who are the Unea- 
fie People ? What are the Grounds and Rea- 
fons of allour Uneafinefs ? And what is the 
Method to obtain a General Peace? And 
here, Gentlemen of the High Church, if 
you are offended at me, I fhall be forry 
that the Truth will be Irkfome, but I'll En- 
deavour to Treat you as Tenderly as I 
an. 

’Tis plain the Government is Eafie, whe- 
ther it be that they are fatisfied in their own 
real Safety, built upon Juftice and fufficient 
Power, fatisfied that the Diffemters neither 
Encline to, nor Defire Alteration, or from 
what other fufficient Ground it is, the Go- 
vernment is Eafie 3 the Queen and Her Mi- 
nifters have the Happinefs to fee the prefent 
Eftablifhment is fo well founded, and the Ad- 


miniftration fo well Difpens’d, as that Wife 
Men are fatisfy’d there is no Danger, and 
Fools fear without Caufe, and nothing re~ 
mains but to temper Mens Minds, and make 
them Eafie with things, as they are to per 
{wade People to be Chriftians, and toaé&t 
like Men 3 be Quiet to have all Men Eafie, 
as the Government is. é J 

2. 'Tis plain, the Diffenters are Eafie, 
they are feeking nothing but to fecure things 
in the fame pofture they are in, and to be fer 
led juft as they are, without Envyings, Strife, 
Mifreprefentation, and Eternal Reproa- 
ches. 

Iam not Advocating forthe Difenters, 
but for Reprefenting things as they really 
are for People to fay, The Difenters 
are Dangerousto the State, and Enemies to 
the Church, and both the Church and State, 
at the fame time, has thought fit to Grant 
them all they Demand, is to fuppofe either 
nae ede Mad, or the Government 
Mad. 

Either the Diffenters muft be Mad, to be 
Difcontented and Uneafie, when all they 
can Demand is Granted: Or, 
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to Anfwer all thofe Demands to their Worft 
and moft Dangerous Eneinies, and fo put 
Advantages into their Hands, to put the 
ChurchinDanger. - - 

On the other Hand, either the Difemters 
had reafon for former Difcontents, and rea- 
fon to Complain of Oppreffion, Perfecution, 
and Infsingment of Privileges, or they had

If they had, the Church was Cruel, and 
the State Unjuft before, in laying thofe Loads 
upon them, 

If they had not, both Church and State 
were Infatuated, and Delirious in Granting 
them the Toleration and Liberties fince con- 


ceded. 


*Tis but Good Manners to both the Go- 
vernment and the Church of England, to al- 
low, that the Teleration of Religion, theal- 
lowing the Quakers Affirmation, the Rights 
and Liberties Contirm’d to the People, were 
all moft Reafonable to be Granted, and con- 
fequently Unreafunable to be Deny’d. 

Tis Good Manners, J fay, to fuppofe they 
ought to be Granted, becaufe they were 
Granted; for if they were Unreafonable to 
Grant, what fhall we fay to thofe that pals’d 
them, and that ftill Continue them. 

They being then both reafonable to Grant, 


and reafonable to be continued, How can it 


be, that the Difenters are Dangerous to the 
Church? 

In the next place, asthe Tolerating them 
is reafonable, fo they are Content; and I 
dare fay,1 may affirm it for them as a Body, 
Liberty, Englifb Privileges, Conftitution and 
Law fecur’d, Toleration and Proteffant Suc+ 
ceffion continued, the Diffenters as a Body, 
as Diffenters are all content. 

If there be any that feek for more, they 
are Diffenters from the Difensers, they are 
Iacendiaries, Difturbers of our Peace, Spies, 
Inflamers of the Nation, and Betrayers of 
the People; and of fuch I fhall take the free. 
dom alfé to fpeak in their Turn. 

Who then are the Uneafie Difcontented 
People 2 Who are the Revivers of old Ani- 
mofities, the Widere{s of Breaches, andthe 
Rividers of the People ? 

Why really,Gentlemen of the High Church, 
and amongft you in efpecial manner, the In- 
feriour Clergy, as Nathan the Prophet {aid

How is the Pulpit Daily Prophan’d with 
Inve@ives, Satyr, and Recriminations, ine 
ftead of Sermons, and Expofitions of the Sa- 
cred Text? How are you thundring out 
Curfes and Exclamations, to ftirup the Spi- 
rit of Strife in the People, the Daily Bufinefs 
of the Lord’s Day, while the Good People, 
who come to Church, in order to Spirituab 
Ghoftly Inftruction, are frighted, and fent 
Home full of Apprebenfions of their Inno- 
cent Neighbours. 

Were this the only Charge againft thefe 
Gentlemen, and were the railing Difcon- 
tents and Mutinies among thePeople, the one 
ly Matter, fome Temper might reftrain the 
Pen in this Cafe, and you might be Defended 
by Excules of your own Party. 

But want of Bounds, want of all Modefty 
and good Manners , has{v entirely poffefs'd 
fome of this fort, that they run out into all 
forts of Exceffes, into all manner of Unre« 
ftrain’d, Unchriftian, and Unmannerly Ine 
folences ; and this not againft the Difenters 
only, but againft.all the Men of Temper and 
Moderation in the Church ; againft all that 
will not run on with them to the fame Exe 
ceffes, and this up to the higheft Quality in 
Church and State, not Excufing the Bifhops, 
no nor the Queen her felf. 

Tam loth to make the Review a Bill of In- 
di&tment againit you, but I can never Dif 
charge my lelf of the Undertaking 1 am Em- 
bark'd in, without letting you fee, as in a 
Glafs, fumething of your own A@tions, that 
you may, if poflible, confider and refleét how 
Injurious you are to the Profperity of Eng- 
land, and Reform 3 and if not, that the 
World may fee, who are the Breakers of our 
Peace, andthe hiadercrs of all thofe Ble® 
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Temper, and Moderation, clears them from
